State College R.O.T.C. unit will take six weeks of basic in- 
~oiagl training under the regular Reserve Officers Training 
plan. 

Twenty-seven men from the R.O.T.C. six course this 
semester, together with 15 students from R.O.T.C. seventh 
grade will make up the group representing R.1.S.C. under 
Col. DeGraff. The elementary R.O.T.C. students currently 
enrolled in the unit at the college will not have to go to sum- 
mer camp until they have taken four semesters of R.O.T.C.

Fort Meade, which is located ap- 
proximately midway between Bal- 
timore, Md., and Washington, D. C.., 
is a fairly large Infantry camp; and 
will be more than able to accom- 
modate all the R.O,T.C, units from 
the several colleges in both the 
First and Second Army areas. One 
hundred and seven cavalry stu- 
dents along with the regularly 
scheduled 324th infantry students 
will be processed at the conclusion 
of the six-week period. 

Though there has been specula- 
tion that the course may be length- 
ened to eight weeks by an act of 
Congress in the near future, many 
observers doubt very much wheta- 
er the economy-minded G. O. P. 
Congress will take any steps in 
the direction of lengthening the 
training as things stand today. The 
trainees will receive $75 a month, 
in addition to the 5c per mile to- 
tal that the students will get for 
traveling expenses. 

Camp will officially begin on 
June 23rd, but it will be manda- 
tory for trainees to be at thelr 
destination by midnight June 21st. 
The six-week period will carry the

By Griller Quartet 


The Griller String Quartet will 
give the third concert in the Rhode 
Island State College “Music Se- 
ries" Tuesday evening, at Ed- 
wards Hall at 8:15 o'clock. 

This quartet, four of Great Bri- 
tain'’s most richly gifted musicians, 
is unique among contemporary 
chamber music ensembles in that 
it has undergone no change of per- 
sonnel since it was founded in 
1929. Even World War Two failed 
to interrupt their musical partner- 
ship. Enlisting as a group, they had 
the good luck to be appointed the 
string quartet in the Royal Air 
Force. 

All four members of the Griller 
String Quartet were released from 
the armed forces in 1945. Early in 
1946, they embarked on their first 
post-war tour of the British Isles. 
Sold-out houses greeted them 
everywhere they played. Audi- 
ences and critics agreed that the 
Standard of their performance was 
even higher than it had been be- 
for the war. “It is safe to say that 
mo other ensemble of today can 
equal them,” commented the Bel- 
fast Telegram.
